^ pable to i)rovide for them- 
Z lelves, without any aflift- 
Jl ance from their own Spe- 
cies or others among their 
&now-€reatures ; fo we fee that few of 
them prelerve any ties of kindred, ac- 
qiiaiataiice> friendihip, or confederacy 
B toge- 
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together ; there being no mutual obliga- 
tions, dcpendance, or neceflity long re- 
maining, to produce or cement thcle du- 
ties. Such as are longer a bringing up 
by their dams, or forced to keep under 
tlic proteftion of their fires (as Horfes 
for example) do the longer retain a vi- 
fible kindnefs and diftinaion for them , 
and fuch as not only in their breeding 
want the help of their own Species, but 
all their lives after depend upon the 
good-will of fome other (as we may 
remark in Dogs) do preferve a continual 
regard of love, obedience, friendlbip, 
and gratitude to that degree, as not fel- 
dom to expofe their lives for their ma- 
ilersy or to pine fometimes even to death 
for the lofs of their bene^£lors« But 
Man being longer a rearing than any 
other creature, and abfolutely incapable 
to fubfift afterwards without the com- 
pany of other Men, contrafts from the 
very beginning, not only the relations 
of father, mother, brothers, fifters, 
and other degrees of kindred, as thofe 
to whom he's fird, and moft, and longeft 
indebted for his prefervation or pleafure ; 
but he likewife in proceis of time forms 
the notions of acquaintance, neighbour- 
hood, friendfhip, affinity, afTociation, 
confederacy, fubjedioQi and fuperio- 

rity, 
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ritr, as never being able, during his 
whole life, to fubuft in any tolerable 
degree of fecurity or delight, -without 
the help of fuch. Tis therfbre the duty 
of every Man to contribute as much as 
he can, -whether by his advice or by his 
indiUlry, tothe-wel^reofhis-wholefpe- 
cies, and particularly of his family; but 
in a fpecial manner to the (afe and fbu* 
rilhing condition of that country or (b- 
ciety to -which he immediatly belongs, 
as in whofe happineis his own is fo o«* 
ceflarily involv*cL

BEING always fenfible of this obli- 
gation, I have in many inftances done 
myuttermoft to promote the good of my 
country, according as the circumftances 
or fituation of my af&irs wouM permit 
me ; and particularly; I have more than 
once or twice (as opportunity ofFer'd) 
enforced the ufefulneU andneceilityof a 
General Naturalization. This, 
after many oppofitions from very diffe- 
rent interefts, was at lad mod happily 
brought to a conduflon : and, if I may 
not flatter mjr felf to have had my fhare 
with others^ in perfuading and convin- 
B 3 cing 
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eing fome Pcrfons to embrace the right 
fide of the qucftion ; yet no body can 
deny me the fatisfadion, of having )udgM 
aright in this momentous affair^ and to 
have early afferted that, which thewif- 
dom of^TarJiament had afterwards pafs'd 
into a publick law. Nor am I the Ie(s 
in love with it for being fince repealM by 
another Tarliantent ; as many good Laws 
have often met with the like pafTionate 
and injurious treatment, that afterwards 
became eifential parts of the Conflitution. 
Wemuft, it's true, yield obedience to the 
Laws, however unwholefome, fo long 
as they continue in force ; but we are at ^ 
full liberty to reprefcnt in a dutiful man* 
ner the inconvenience of any fuch Laws, 
as we may legally petition to have 'em 
repealM : and that lo much the fooner, 
by how much better fome rejeQed Laws 
may be efleem'd, particularly if the hafty 
repealing of them, proves to be a Satyr 
upon the very Underftanding of the na« 
tion* This lame Law however, in my 
humble opinion, was ilill incomplete, as 
moft Laws are fo at firft ; being af« 
terwards occafionally, and by degrees, 
brought to their due perie£iion. I don't 
find niult with the late ^B ^Generai^ 
Natukalizatiok, becaufe thofe were 
juftly excluded from the benefits of it, 

who 
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•who bold opinions diametrieany inoon* 
(iftentwithourGovernment; fuchasthe 
dodrine of difpeniation from Oaths, the 
not tolerating of any Cbwrcbes but their 
own, and the acknowledging a foren Po- 
tentate, which they believe fuperior to 
our legal Sovera^n : but I am (orry that 
the %4£i did not include all thofe who 
wouM not only be good fub)e£b, but 
who wouM alio be as ufcful and advan* 
tageous to the public Weal, as any of 
tWt Trotefiata Cburcbes, to which it 
was then reftrainM. As (bon as I declare 
that I mean the Jews^ it will be eaflly 
conceived, that my principal aim is not 
to be popular, however heartily I may 
propofe to ferve my Country : and I am 
inexpreflibly pleasM, that the moft ef- 
fedualway todofo, is the promoting of 
Humanity, and the doing good to aU

I KNOW it will be prefently faid, 
that I am a lover of Paradoxes ; and 
others ^if they pleafe) may reckon for 
a Paradox any truth, wnkh is ever 
(b little remote from common obferva- 
tioD, or that they have no mind ilion'd 
B J bf 
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be told. Neverthelefs tis manifeft al« 
moft at firft nght, that the common rea- 
fonsfor a General Naturalization^ 
are as ftrong in behalf of the Jews^ as of 
any other people whatfoeven They en- 
creafe the number of hands for labor and 
defence, of bellies and backs for confum« 
tion of food and raiment, and of brains 
for invention and contrivance, no lefs 
than any other nation. We all know 
that numbers of people are the true ri- 
dies and j)0wcr ot any country, and we 
have been often told, that this is the rea- 
fon, why Sfam (fince the expulfion of 
the Jews and Moors) being, continually 
drainMofher inhabitants by the colonies 
ina4mericay and all other Nations being 
in a manner kept out by the rigor of the 
InqulfitioUj is grown fo prodigioufly weak 
and poor : wneras, tho Hollofid has com- 
paratively but few native Inhabitants, 
and fends great numbers yearly to the 
Eajfl Indies \ yet allowmg an unlimited 
Liberty of Conscience, and receiving 
all nations to the right of citizens, the 
country is ever well ftockt with peo- 
ple, and confequently both rich and pow- 
erful to an eminent degree. Our own 
Tlantatms^ and theexcefUve growth of 
the city of Jjmdon^ begun very fenfibly 
to drain many of our counties^ till, fince 

the 
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the late happy Revolution, yft made 
matters much caficr to all men, both In 
rcfped of civil and religious privileges : 
and now that there is Liberty op Con- 
science for moft forts of people (except- 
ing fuch as are dcicrvedly excluded from 
this blefling) I doubt not, but, upon 
making the Naturalization more eafy 
at leaft, the room of thofe will quickly 
be fupply'd, who yearly go to the TlaK" 
tationsy and in the fervicc of the £tfi?- 
India Company ; not to fpeak of our Ar- 
mies, Fleets, or Adventurers. Nay more, 
I am fully perfuaded that we fhall get 
hands enow, not only for encrealtngand 
iniproving all ibrts of arts and manu- 
^aures; but for breaking up and cu!* 
tivating thole defert, yet not barren 
grounds, of which there is ftill but too 
great a quantity m. Scotland and luhnd 
(and even in Ejigland it (elf) under the 
names of Heaths, Moors, Bogs, Fens, 
and Commons, to which may be like* 
wife added, without offence, many of 
our Parks and Chaces.

THE late colonies from the ValatU 

iiafey qr rather that heterogeneous mix- 

B 4 ture 
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cure of all forts ef Nations and Rel^ions, 
yrho took their denomination from the 
greater number, is none of the examples 
I vrou^d alledge to prove this aflertion. 
The public-fpirited part of that deHgn 
'was biafted and overborn by the arti&e 
of fuch as hated the authors of it ; bein^ 
envious of any good theie wou*d do their 
Country, and yet doing nothing for it 
themfelves. WouM to God it cou'd be 
(aid, they had done nothing againfl it! 
Befides that the greatefl fhare of thofe 
roiferable wretches were allurM hither 
on the foot of private interef^, by odme" 
rican Proprietors or Planters ; and not 
upon the profped of any benefit they 
expe^^ed from the Gekeral Natuka* 
LizATioM, of which privilege the com- 
ing over of Co many Pafijis^ makes it 
plain they knew as little, as beggars of 
any perfuafion cou'd be fupposM to get 
by it. But I mean thoie other Strangers, 
very different in quality- and circumitan- 
ces, whether refiding here before, or 
come over fince the pafling of the late 
tA^t ^^ ^ve got themfelves natura* 
liz'd, and are become no lefs ufeful by 
their flocks and cr^t, than by their in- 
duflry and callings. The tale of fuch is 
very cgnfiderabfe, and yet ti$ but a 
Iball beeinning to larger Aumbers who 

are 
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are a£hially preoaring to tranfbort them- 
felves into thete forttinate IQands ; tho 
not in fuch multitudes at a time as the 
TalatineSf which made it inconvenient 
to the Government as well as to them^ 
ielves. But there are people of quite a- 
nother fort, who defign to fettle among 
us ; now that the legal entail of our 
Crown appears to be nrmly fix'd to fuc- 
ceeding generations, in the numerous Li- 
neage otour incqmparable KingGEORCE. 
I mean, in fbort, that there are feveral, 
who, having got confiderable eftates elfe- 
where, but invited by the Healthinefs, 
plenty, and Plea&ntnefs of our Country 
(tho much more powerfully allured by 
die envy'd freedom of our Government, 
and the inviolable iecurity of their goods 
^nd perlbns) do hope to lead here a more 
peaceable and contented life, than they 
cou'd do at home ; efpecially now, that, 
in cafe of a Naturalization, they 
may not only exerciie Trade, and pur- 
chafe Eftates, without any national re- 
ftri£|;ions, but be admitted to Honours 
and Imployments indifcriminably with 
the natives. But I need not longer in- 
fift on this head, fince tlie late repeated 
debates about the Naturalization 
muft needs have convinced thofe. who 

dia 
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did not (b veil underftand it before, and 
yrho might be too much tranfported by 
a national jParoxyfm : for I am ferr from 
imagining, that every one, who oppos'd 
it the firft time, or that wouM qualify, 
or were quite againft it the laft time, 
had an ill meaning to his country, or a 
private intereft to biafs him. The Sedu- 
cers of fome brethren are nolefs known, 
than the Accufers of others, they being 
the felf-^me trufty Gang. But I am 
truly concerned, that there remains ftill 
among us fo many notorious Prejudices 
againft a Gemekal Naturalization, 
and fuch as will zm^\y ferve to juftify 
whatlhave hitherto difcoursM in general 
on this lubjeflr, which wou'd otherwiie 
feem to be fuperfluous. I (hall now there, 
fore come to a more ^rticular applica* 
tioB of thefe common Principles.

MY Purpofe at prefent then, is to 
prpve, that the 3f^J are fofarr from be- 
ing an Excrefcence or Spunge (as fome 
wouMhaveit) and aufelefs member in 
the Commonwealth, or being ill fubje£ls, 
tod a dangerous people oa any account, 

tha( 
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that they are as obedient, peaceable, ufe. 
(ul, and advantageous as any ; and even 
more fo than many others : which laft 

Stint, as feeming the leaft probable, I 
all briefly demonftrate in two or three 
refpe&s. And, in the iirft place, it is 
evident, that by receiving of the Jews^ 
no body needs be afraid that any religious 
Party in the nation will thereby be wea- 
ken*d or enforced. The Proteftant'Dif' 
[enters have no reafon to be jealous, that 
they ihou'd join with the National Church 
to opprels them, fince they have an equal 
Intereft to prefervc Liberty of Con- 
science; and that the example of ^/>tf/« 
and Portugal has taught *em how dan- 
gerous a thing it is, that one fett of 
Clergy-men IhouM difpofc and influence 
all things at their pleaflire in any coun- 
try. The National Church on the other 
hand, has no reafon to be jealous that 
the "Jews ihou'd come in for (hacks with 
them in Iharing the Ecclefiaftical Bene- 
fices; io that no candidate or expedant 
from the Umverjity needs Ihew his zeal 
on this occaflon, to keep the Jews out of 
the nation (as has been done once on a 
time to keep the *Diffenters out of the 
Church) left he fhou'd be fhoulder'd out 
of a Fsirilh by (bnie Lewte, or be kept 

from 
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from a fat Bifhoprick by a Rahhi, There's 
as little danger they IhouM ever join -with 
any particular Body of Dijfeftters againft 
the Natmal Churchy fince they can ex- 
peQ: no more favor from the one, than 
from the other ; and that it is always 
their intereft to preferve the legal Efta- 
blifliment, on -which their own Security 
is grounded. For this reafon likewife, 
they'll never join with any Party in ci- 
vil Affairs, but that which patronizes 
Liberty of Consciekce and the Na* 
TUHALiZATiOK, which will ever be the 
fide of Liberty and the Confriiution. 
But otherwife they are wholly devefted 
of thofe engagements to Whig and 
Tory, which are become hereditary in 
fo many Families : and this holds as 
true of^ other Factions, which fhouM 
coniequently recommend them to the fa- 
vor of all Parties, wou'd people but 
think for themfelves ; and not, like fo 
many Brutes, be led or driven by a few 
felf-ioterefled Demagogues.

ANOTHER Confidention that 
makes the Jews prefbrable to feveral 

ibrcs 
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forts of People, is, their having no Coun* 
try of their own, to which they might 
retire, after having got Eftates here ; or 
in favor of which, they might trade 
under the umbrage of our Naturali* 
ZATION, which I am certain will be 
done by many, unle& prevented by pro- 
per Laws : for I have known feveral get 
themfelves naturalized before the late AB^ 
yet without ever defigning to live in 
Englandy or to become a part of the 
Englifi Government ; but to avoid in 
their Fadorlhip paying Aliens duties, 
and for other reafons well known to th« 
Merchants. But the ^ews having no 
fuch Country, to which they are tyM by 
inclination or intereft as their own, will 
never likewife enter into any political 
engagements, which might be prejudi- 
cial to ours, as we have known (for Ex- 
ample) certain freucb Refugees to have 
done, notwithftanding their prote£iion ; 
nay, and to be ever pleas*a with any 
fucceffes againft us (which I fay, with- 
out Prejudice to the more honeft and 
more numerous part^ as making for the 

greatnefs of their nation, wherein they 
ill took a fort of pride, and to which, 
fome of *em are gone back again, after 
failing of their expedations here. The 

Jews 
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jews thenhn being better us'd Nirith 
us, than any where elfe in the world, 
are fure to be ours for ever; which is 
jnoretlian we dare reafonably promife 
from any other nation, whatever may 
be expeaed from their pofterity.

BUT to aicend from theie particular 
to more general Reafons, we may obferve 
that Trade is by certain circum(binces 
Ihar'd in fuch a manner, and parcelled 
out among the inhabitants of the earth, 
Chat (bme, by way of eminence, may be 
caird the Fadors, fome the Carrier^ 
ibme the Miners, others the Manufa&o-. 
rers, and others yet the Score-keepers of 
the world. Thus the Jews may proper, 
ly be faid to be the Brokers of it, who^ 
iwhitherfoever they come, create bud- 
nefsasweltas manage it. Yet it h nei- 
ther by any National Inflitution or In- 
clination fas many ignorantly believe) 
that they do now almoft entirely betake 
themfelves to buHnefs of Exchange, In- 
furances, and improving of money upon 
Security; but they are driven to this 
way ot Livelihood by mere Neceflity i 
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for being excluded every where in Europe, 
from publkk Employments in the -State, 
as they are from tbllowlng Handycraft- 
trades in moll places, and in almoft all, 
itom purcbafing immovable Inheritances, 
this does no lets naturally, than ncce^a- 
rily, force 'em to Trade and Ufury, fince 
otnerwife they cou'd not poiRbly live. 
Yet let 'em once be put upon an equal 
foot with others, not only for buying 
and felling, foi^ fecurity and proteaion 
to their Goods and Perfons ; but Uke* 
wife for Arts andHandycraft-trades, for 
purcbafing and inheritmg of eftates lo 
Lands and Houfes (with which they may 
as well be trufted as with Shares in the 
fuhlick Fttfids) and then I doubt notj but 
they'll infenfibl]^ betake themfelves to 
Building, Farming, and all forts of Im- 
provement like other people. What I 
here affcrt, is by no means to bedifprov'd 
from their prefent general occupati* 
onoi Excbantey to which they are dri- 
ven out of Neceffity (as I have juft now 
ihewn) but not out of choice or incli- 
nation. They were originally Shepherds 
in Mefofotamta^ Builders in Egyfty and 
Husbandmen in their own Country ; all, 
oranyofwhfch, they may as well be- 
come in any other Land. They were 
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ilridly prohibited Ufury l- 
bod. M. x^ mong tnemfelves by tncif 
jy/'iiut. Ijl Law, and but barely perinit» 
19^ to. ted to exercife it among 

Strangers: but however, ic 
can no longer be made an objection by 
the CbnftiafUj£\tict they pra£life it as ge- 
nerally themfelves j ana that the indigent 
Borrower will be lure to complain of the 
opulent Lender in all times and places, 
be the Premium he disburies ever fb mo- 
derate. From undoubted Monuments 
weareaiTuPd, that the Jews were an* 
tiently excellent Soldiers. Their mari- 
time Tribes produc*d as good Seamen* 
■ Both the one and the other fbllow'd thefe 
callings in the Service of fbren Nati- 
ons, particularly under the Jffyrian and 
E^piajty under the Qreec and Roman 
powers. Now I ask any man, whir 
they may not as well do the fame Vif 
lawfully made capable) in Great *Bri* 
tain and Ireland f And whether they 
may not navieate (hips of their own, as 
in the time of Solomon ; or ferve in the 
ihips of others, as they have done many 
times fince ? There muft indeed be an in* 
termixture of other feamen, by reaibn 
of their Sabhatb ; tho the SMatb ner- 
haps by Tea, was no more obiigatory,tnan 

cb0 
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the SabhaticaJ Tear by Land, out of Ju^ 
dea. But this is not a place^ to examine 
fuch points of antient Learning. I envy 
not thofe whole ftreets of magni* 
iicent buildings, that tlie ^evos Iiave e- 
reded at o^nifterdam and the Hague : 
but there are other 7^xe;j enow in the 
World to adorn Lo^mott or "Brifiol with 
the like, the fifth part of the People in 
Poland ^to name no other Country^ be* 
ing of this Nation. Nay, the very Ori- 
ginal of their prefent numerous Settle* 
ment at Trague in "Bobemiay is a Privi- 
lege granted them in the tenth Century^ 
to build a Synagogue thcrc^ as a recom- 
pence for the valiant aflifhnce they lent 
the inhabitants, in expelling the invading 
and depopulating Barbarians: And I 
fancy they couM kill the enemies of ouc 
Sritijh Iflands, when they become their 
own, with equal alacrity.

I AM not ignorant how much the 
world is governed by prejudices, and 
how farr fome, who woiiM not be coun- 
ted of the vulgar, are yeif fwayM by vul* 
prerrors^ Oneofthemoft general is 
C the 
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the prevailing notion of a certain geni- 
us, or bent of mind, reigning in a certain 
Family or Nation. That there is in 
reality fucli a Byafs frequently obfervable, 
I go not about to deny ; but only main- 
tain that it wholly proceeds from Acci- 
dent, and not from Nature. The diffe- 
rent methods of Government and Educa- 
tion, are the true fprings and caufes of 
fuch different inclinations all over the 
-world ; as it dcmonftrably appears from 
the progreflive changes, which alterati- 
ons in thofe two main points have ef- 
fefted in moft countries, both of the mo- 
dern and antient times* Compare the 
prefent Greece and Italy with the paft ; 
or even old England vfrith the new, and 
you can doubt of the matter no longer. 
I rcjcd not all that is attributed to the 
climate ; but as Government and Educa- 
tion even get the better of that, fo it is 
frequently chang'd by the inhabitants, 
^nd has been fo for many ages by the 
Jews. If an Englifi Cock or Maftilf 
tranfported hence, degenerates in the firft 
race, there^ no reafbn it fhouM not hold 
TiS true of the Men, at leaft in the fecond 
or third. As 'for theyews in particular, 
whatever senius will be allowed to have 
influence ^m in Judea (for I enter not 

here 
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here Into that matter) tis evident, tint 
fince their dirperHon, . they have no com- 
mon or peculiar inclination didinguifh- 
ing ^m m>m others ; but vilibly partake 
or the Nature of thofe nations among 
-wrhich they liv^ and where they were 
bred. Tlie ordinary (entiments. and 
mannersof the Portttj^uejeor Italian jews, 
differ not from tholeof the other IrortU" 
£ttefe or Jtalians, The Germans differ 
from theTopifi Jews^ as much as ToJet 
do from Germans *, and (b do thofc of 
Iffahan <xC(m/iautimplei from fuch as are 
bom at London or Jitnfterdam. Yet io 
ftrong is the force of prejudice^ tlut I 
know a peribn, no fool m other inftances, 
who labor'd to pcnfwade me, contrary 
to the evidence of his own and my eyes 
(to mine I amfurej that every Jew in 
die world had one eye remarkably lefs 
than the other, wliich filly notion he 
took from the Mob. Others wilt grave- 
ly tell you, that they may be diftin- 
guifh'd by a peculiar fort of fmell, that 
they have a mark of blood upon one 
flioulder, and that they cannot fpit to 
any diftance, with a world of fuch ex- 
travagant ^cies, . exciting at once 
laughter, icorn, and pity.

among the Jews, to be 
retches, fliarpers, extor- 
of all forts and d^rees: 
lat happy nation, where 
profeiuon, of -which the 
be as truely afiirmM ? 
xrife their men of probi* 
perfons of courage and 
c'ondu£b) of liberal and generous fpirits. 
But one rule of life, -which is -willingly 
j^dmitted, nay, and eagerly pleaded by 
all Societies in their o-wn cafe (tho mi> 
ferably negle£led in that of others) is, not 
to impute the faults (f a few to the whole 
nutnSer\ -which, confidering the una- 
voidable mixture of good and bad in all 
communities, -wou^d be no lefs -want of 
charity, than -want of juftice. The 
Jews therefore are both in their origine 
and pr(^re(s, not otherwife to be regard- 
ed, than under the common circumilan- 
ces of human nature. The Romans -were 
not lefs efteem'd for bein^ defcended 
from Sliepherds and Fugitives ^which 
original they had in common with the 
Jews) tlian are the Et^IiJb for being 
the progeny of barbarous pyrates, and a 
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repeated mixture of leveral nations. 
Notwithftanding all this, fo great is the 
averfion which diverfity of manners in 

{general begets among men, and efpecial- 
y contrary rites or dodrines of Religion, 
that, farr from mutual love and good 
offices, as creatures of the fame fpecies, 
they fooIiOiIy defpife and hate one ano* 
therfbr their civil cuiloms, but cruelly 
periecuteand murder one another on the 
fcore of their religious ones. All hi- 
ftories are fullof fuch execrable exam- 
ples. De&mation, Exile, Imprifonment, 
and Death, were fometimes not cfteem*d 

{)uniniments fevere enough, for the neg- 
e£): of ceremonies In their own nature 
indifiPerent, and very often inngnificant ; 
orfi-om the disbelief of do£irines under- 
ftood by neither party ;and when under- 
ftood, that contributed not a jot to make 
mankind the wifer or the better. On 
fuch accounts, the tombs of the dead 
have been often violated, their afhes 
thrown into the air, and their very 
names branded with infamy : the Teofla 
being artfully wrought up to thefe ex- 
ceffes, when *Prie/ls or Tohticiatu were to 
be gainers. 

C } X, BUT 
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BUT no people or fed in the world, 
has had (adder experience of thefe truths 
in all times, than the Jews : for their 
religious cuftoms differing in the whole 
from all other nations, and being in the 
parts diredly contrary to thofe of feve- 
ral, they had all nations therefore for 
their enemies ; who agreed to {^gue and 
periecute them ince(&ntly, however they 
might dilagree in other things among 
themfelves. What they fuffer'd fromthe 
Heathens^ may be learnt from the books 
of the OldTefiatnentf frc»n thofe we term 
with them vifocryfbal, from Joscphus 
and PiiiLO, and not a few icantlings 
from the Greec and Rmtau Authors. But 
the JtmaJs of all European nations are 
foully bcfmear'd with their blood, (ince 
Cbrthianity got the maftery. It wouM be 
endlefs to relate the havock that was 
made of their goods and perfons in every 
country. Had the cruelties and barba- 
rities exercis'd againft them been only 
fCccorded by themfelves, or by any o- 
ther but Cbriftians, that were coevoiis, 
eye-witneifes, and fometimes a&ors in 
thofe tragedies, I ihouM never have 

bc- 
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believ'd one half of *ein; nay, had one 
CbriflioM Nation or Sed reported fuch 
things of their antagonift CJmJllaHs, and 
that each Party had not agreed on the 
matter in their own books, not feldom 
glorying in the &£t, I Iiad been very cau- 
tious and backward in giving my afTent. 
Very often they -were malTacred by thou- 
fanas, without the leaftcaufe pretended : 
all fenfe of humanity being caft off 
to fuch a d^ree, as if the ^ewt had been 
but nily fli^p, and their enemies rave- 
nous Wolves. At other times, Zeal for 
the glory of God was alledgM ; which is 
the moK terrible and bloody expreflion 
in any language, when a bigot fpeaks it. 
They were fbmetimesaccusM thro'out all 
Ettropey of poyfoning the waters in ha- 
tred to the C/6riy;/47ffx, for which, thothc 
thing be fo improbable in wells, and in 
rivers impoflible, twelve thoufand fuf- 
for'd death in the city of Metazilotie. 
Intelligence with the Siaracens and Mms 
was not feldom a plaufible pretext. When 
a Cmfade was proclaimed againd the 
Titrksy contrary to the firft principles of 
common Right, then with all the fury 
the Fryers couM infpire, thofe Soul-errant 
warriors, confecrated to blood and ra- 
]^e, maUacred the ^ews without mer* 
C 4 cy. 
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cy, for a blefling on their undertaking at 
firft fetting out : and with all the cruel- 
ty of cowards they butchcr'd 'em when 
they returned, efpecially if they cot the 
worft on't, -which they commonly did ; 
as a dcg will run at a done, when he 
dares not attack the man that threw it. 
What need we go fo &rr abroad fd'id 
they^ to fight the Mahmetan enemies of 
the crois, when we may on much chea- 
per Terms merit heaven, by deftroyiug 
the curled Jews at home? Thus were 
they treated every where, Princes ieldom 
granting 'em liberty, but in order to rob 
'em when they grew rich : and this they 
did with the greater iecuricy, becaufe no 
body affffted or pity'd them, and that 
all others were glad to be eas'd at their 
expencc. The Zfal cf the Chriftians 
(fays Henry * de Knyghton^ co». 
fpir'd agamfltbe Jews, but in truth not 
fincerefyi that /f, fbr the caufe tffaitb ; 
hut either out if emulation or envy, hecaufe 
<f their felicity; or out ofgafeing ifter 
their goods, the jMce (f Uod not 4ft 
alla^^ovi^fuchthixgs.

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BUT their moft inveterate Enemies 
were the Triefis, who devQutly of&r*d up 
dioie human Sacrifices, not only to fliare 
their Goods with the rapacious PriMe^ 
but alio to ao]uire the reputation of 
zeal and &ndity among the credulous 
vulgar. Every thing, in (hort, tho e^ 
ver fo hlCe or impoifible, ferv'd for a 
handle good enough to rifle, or expel, or 
flauehter thtjews. The very fuffering 
of them to live, was by the Preachers of 
thoie Times, made to be the caufe of 

Slagues, and famine, and every other 
ilafter, that happen'd in the courfe of 
nature ; and this to(^ where no Jew^ 
had ever been fettl'd. They generally 
paft for forcerers : and the iiur^r^w Let- 
ters, which the ignorant Monks cou'd 
not rod, were given out by them to be 
magic charaders. One pretence was 
as generally usM againft them, as now 
you find throwing of ftoncs related io 
nories of haunted houies, or vomiting of 
pins in witchcraft ; and this (fbrfoothj 
was the ftealing of a Child to crucify 
him againfl Ea/ter, and to eat his heart 
by way of opproby to Jisus. This has 

beea 
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been allegM agalnH: them a thoufand 
times, and many thoufands have fuifer'd 
for it. Yet not only Bernard, Abbot 
of Churval (afterwards fainted) under- 
took their defence, but even feveral Tofes 
acknowledge fuch accufations to be in- 
vidious calumnies, and ferioufly deplorM 
their mifery. Gregory die ninth's two 
Letters on this fubjef): may be read in 
Raynaldus: asalfo that of Innocent 
the fourth (to name no more) which 
acquits them of this particular Cruelty 
towards innocent children, fhowing that 
their Law, their moft tre- 
SSfr.^'a, mendous Law againft the 
x$. DeuMz. eating of any Blood, is con- 
s6,z}. &i;. trary to fuch a Fra£ti(% ; and 
*^' that their condition under 

Chrifiian Princes was ferr worfe than 
that of their forefethers under Pharao. 
I wonder not fo much, that diverfe £;«- 
ferv^sont of their Lay«pity Ihou'd often 
endeavor to prote^ them, which, not- 
withftanding all their might, and even 
In conjunftion with the Topes, they were 
not always able to do : (6 dangerous and 
deftruftive a monfter is Superstition, 
when rid bythcAffrJ, and driven by the 
Triefls, not feldom to the overthrow of 
thole, who let it loofe on quite other de- 

figns. 
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figns. Our fecondJosEPrtus, the reverend 
Monf. Banage, with fomc other learned 
and moderate Protefiaftt Divines, have! 
likevife undeniably provM this murder of 
Children to be a grou fable, invented out 
ofperfca malice and calumny. The CbrU 
flians themielves at their firft fctting out 
in the world were not more candidi/ 
treated by the Heathens, who charg'd 
them with this very crime of Child- 
^ting ; which has been fo farr from ma- 
king them charitable to otliers or one a* 
nomer, that, not to infift on die execrable 
pra^ices attributed to fuch as they call 
tht primitive- Heretics^ they do now at 
the Springing up of any new Seds, make 
ufe of the very fame artifice, accuHng 
*em of I know not what diforders. But 
to ftick to the Jews^ AtsA Bodies were 
frequently thrown into their houles, 
when they leaft knew of it. If a wafer 
or a crucifix tainted with blood, were 
purpofely laid (as Was often done) in 
the corner, of a Church, or in any other 
place where they were fure to be fou^ a 
&natical fryer needed but fbew it with 
ridiculous gefticulations to the people, 
who prefently ran, without any otner 
proof or declaration, to plunder and mzC- 
facre the Jews^ to burn their houfes and 

their 
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iStitlt jynagdfLues : nor did fuch pious pra- 
Sices fail of being approvM by other mi- 
racles, believ'd to be no lefe authentic 
than the former. This is the never-feiU 
ing cffea of letting t\»Ckrgy meddle in 
(iate-afJairs. No'V leaving the Reader to 
colled what he pleafes of this Ibrt in the 
hiAories of other nations, Til prefent him 
-with the following inftances, out of ma- 
ny others in our Annals, concerning the 
hard ufase of this miferable people, whom 
I wou'd nave as eafiiy naturalized as any 
others : for I am not aihamM to fay with 
Pliky, that * Idefire the greatnejs <f mj 
Country in aU reffeBs, hit more efpeciaUf 
ht the ittcreafe ^ Citizensy xvbico make 
the true flrengjtb and ornament tftvom 
la a free country,

FROM the time that William the 
C6nquer(M: firft brought the '^evos from 
'Bsnan in Normandy into this Kingdom, la

the 
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the Year 1070, they fuffer'd in their goods 
and perfons all the horrible things that 
'Priefts and Politicians cou'd dcvife ; fome 
of both orders having too fcrupalous a 
conicience, and others none at all. King 
William "was too wife a prince, knew 
too well of what importance they were 
to hib new>acquir*d Dominion, to ufe 
'em iU ; and our fucceeding Kings (who 
had a fort of property in them) drew a 
very confiderable Revenue from thele 
JewSf by more Ways than one, and by 
tome /that were unjuft enough : fb that 
tis amazing how numerous they ^rew 
in fpite of all partiality and ieverities ; 
not a town of any note in the whole 
Kingdom ('one or two excepted^ that 
had not in it a Synagt^uey or a good many 
Jewifi inhabitants. We read of feveral 
of both fexes among *em^ th^t were ex- 
ceeding rich in land as well as in mony, 
in fees, in mortgages, and in purchaies. 
There was even a particular Exchequer 
if the JewSf where all receipts and 
lUues, arifing on their account, were 
manag'd : and the Judges of this Exche- 
quer, or as then ftil'd, thejufiicesoftbe 
Jewsy confifted partly of Jews and part- 
ly of C^i^w»x, who are often mentioned 
by their proper names and titles in our 

hiftory. 
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hiftoiy. But their condition, for all this, 
■was little to be envy'd ; fince upon de- 
j^ult of any payment, juftly or unjuftly 
impos'd, they us'd frequently to be all 
arrefted at once, -with their wives, and 
children, and fervants : and they were 
not feldom fbrc'd to fbreive the debts that 
•were owing to them by others. Who- 
ever is defirous to be more particularly 
infbrmM about this matter, may abun- 
dantly fatbfV his curiofity in the no lefs 
accurate ana laborious, than ufeful and 
entertaining Hiftory (f the Exchequer y by 
Mr.MADOx. But the inftances 1 am 
<»0!ng to produce are moft of 'em on a 
religwus account, and fuch ef^ially are 
gatherM out of other Hiftorians, who 
relate the caufes or pretences of thefe per- 
fecutions. William Rufus, who was 
no bigot in Religion, favor'd them for 
the feme political reafons that his father 
brought them over ; and became mortal- 
ly hated by the Clergy^ not only for want 
of a blind veneration towards themfelves, 
but alfo for always granting a fair hear, 
ing to the Jews^ even in religious difpu- 
tations with the 9riefts. Henky the 
firft continu'd their proteftor on the fame 
good grounds with his father and bro- 
tlier i and in the contefh between Maud 

ana 
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and Stephen, neither fide had leifiire 
to mind them much, either for good or 
evil. Hemry the iecond, in die thirty 
third Year of his Reisn, ieiz'd upon the 
fourtli part of their Chattels by way of 
Tallage, faysMr.MAoox; and not (el- 
■dom they had but one part in three left 
'em. Yet this King, with whom ended 
William the firlt's political Scheme, 
was no enemy to the Jews, 

xni. 

BUT in Richard the firft's time, 
they were not only robb*d of all they had 
m Normcby JLy», Stanford, and other 
cities, where many of them were pite- 
ouQy murder'd, chiefly at the inftigation 
of the Clergy 'y but alfo in Lo;tdou and 
Wejimwfter^ where they were moft bar- 
baroully us'd on the very Coronation-day, 
fome of 'em being knock'd o*the head 
in the very Church, under pretence of 
bewitching the King. As if aU their na- 
tion had been accomplices in this pre- 
tended enchantment, the word was gi- 
ven out, and the Zealots (which wire 
obferv'd to be the leudeft ignoranteft 
fcUows of the Kingdom) ftraight fell 

upon 
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Upon tfaeni without any mercy. At Tor)^ 
five hundred of theirt -were beli^'d in a 
tower of the Royal Caftle, and the ran- 
ibm they oflfer'd for their lives being re- 
fused, they did (putof deipair, and to a- 
void greater cruelty from their enemies) 
firfl kill their wives and children, and 
then burnt the houfe wherein they wer^ 
tc^ether with themfelves: an z€t that 
wou'd be counted heroic in Romans^ 
GreecSf or Carthaginians ; nor is the like 
diiapprovM in Samsok, or the. ^adhe* 
rents of the Maccabees. After this 
pious MafTacre the Chrifiian inhabitants 
very honeftly diichat^M their own debts* 
by the pillage and obligations of thejcwx. 
King John, who was fo noifom and miC 
chievQus to his own fubjefts, cou'd not 
fail of putting thofe wretches to all man- 
ner of torments and vexations, that they 
might be oblig'd to ranfom themfelves, 
a& then was the language and pradice. 
Every one of them (feysSTow) had one 
Eye pull'd out at leaft ; and one in parti- 
cular had a tooth pull*d out every day for 
feven days together, till he ranfbm'd the 
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ididue with ten tliouiand marks of CiU 
yer, all the Jews paying at that time fix- 
ty thouiand marks. But when this King 
and his Karons broke out into civil -wars, 
their cale was mo(V deplorable between 
both ; for when the *Bar(uu entered Lon* 
don bv force, they fearchM the coffers of 
the Jews ({zys the fame Stow) to ftuff 
their own purles that had been long emp- 
ty> and to engratiate their fa^ion with 
tne Cierin. In King Henry the third's 
time, after they had been permitted to 
build a fomtusxa&Syn^Qguezt their own 
expence, it was, at the requeft of 
idle and ulelefi Monks^ unjuftly taken 
from them, confecrated to the Virgin 
Maky, and is now St. Amtholim'^ 
Church, rebuilt fince the dreadful fire. 
In the fame reign, under the thread bare 
pretence of ftealing a child at Norwich to 
crucify him, their bodies and goods were 
adjudg'd to be at the King's difpofal, 
who made the beft of this bargain for 
himfelf ; yet to be endur'd, had he not 
fhed innocent blood. At another time 
he took {torn one Aarok, a Jew born at 
Torkf fourteen thouiand marks for him- 
felf, and ten thouiand for the Qtieen ; 
afterwards thirty thoufand marks of CiU 
ver for himfelf, and two hundred marks 
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of gold (ot the Qjieen. Another of 'em, 
calrd Abraham, redeem^ himfelf for 
7006 marl«. In the fame reign like\(rife 
one hundred and two Jews^ ftill under 
the {hie pretence of crucifying a child, 
were brought prifoners from Lincoln to 
London^ where eighteen of 'em were 
hang'd. Four times in five Years were 
they accus'd of this crime, witliout the 
leau foundation.

KING Henry and his Clergjt were 
not their only enemies ; for, as it hap>. 
pen'd in King JoHN'stime, the Harons^ 
that were in Arms againft Henry, flew 
the Jews in all places without mercy. 
There were murder'd at XJondon to the 
number of feven hundred : the reft were 
ftript of all. they liad, and ih^xv Synagogue 
defac'd ; becaule a Jew wouM force a 
Chrifiian to p&y more than two pence for 
the uie of twenty (hillings a week. 
King Edward the firft, after forbidding 
'em Ufury, which was bidding 'em 
ftarve, executed two hundred and fixty 
leven of 'em at one time for Clipping, of 
whicb crime it is improbable they &^d 

be 
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braO gnScy ; and cra^d (even! of Vn 

St Lum to be drawn at horle^ails and 
ane'd, for the pretended crucifying of a 
child by others of their Nation at Aortd- 
atn{t(m. They were moreover accused 
of a defien to fire this laft Town, toge- 
ther with the City oi Ltrndon, which 
was the moft unlikely ftory that cou'd 
be invented ; fince theie were the two 
places that lurbor'd molV of their nation, 
and where they were obferv'd to thrive 
beft. Next, the King order'd their Syna* 
gcgues (which then were many) to be 
pullM down, and being in want of mo* 
ny in France^ he caus'dall the Jews in 
Emland to be apprehended in one day, 
and to redeem themfelves for twelvo 
thoufand pounds of filver. At laft, af> 
ter inhumanities not to be mentioned 
widiout horror, he banifh'd 'em quite 
out of the Kingdom in the Year 1290; 
and the number of thofe tliat went away 
amounting to Hxteen thoufand, five hun* 
dred, and eleven, their houfes and pof- 
fefnons were all fold, and brought a 
great fum of mony into the Exchequer, 
£efides the grants made out of them by 
the King to his ^vorites and the Clergy. 
It ousht not to be forgot, that the ma- 
fier of a Ship exposed all of 'em that he 
Da had 
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1)ad aboard, on the fands in the Thames 
mouth, "where they miferably perifli'd. 
The Pretences for this ufage from the 
King were feveral, all promoted by a 
SjfHM held at London ; but among others 
it was alledgM, that a PrteBj to obtain 
the love of a his Jewefs, had renounced 
both his orders and his religion, became 
circumcisM, and a^ually marry'd to her : 
for no revolution happens in the world 
without a Woman or a *PrieB at the hot* 
torn of it, and here you have both in the 
Intrigue. 



XV. 

THUS were the 'Jews expell*d at 
once, after they had continued here 320 
Years ; and never fuffer'd to return a- 
gain, till in the time of the late civil 
wars they were admitted by Oliver 
Cromwell, who had the fpirit, the 
not the right of Government. In King 
Charles the (econd's reign, they were 
connived at and tolerated, out not autho- 
rir*d by Charter or Ad of Parliament : 
nor are they on any other terms than per- 
miffion to this day, tho they have de* 
(erv'd much better by their obedience 

and 
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and afFe£kion to the Government, to- 
-wards the fupport of which, their purfes 
have been always open. This Banifli- 
mentof-thejf^t»/ made as great anoife 
then in the world, as did the like Ba- 
nifhment of 'em long after out oS Spain ; 
and they were both equally againft the 
common good, as they were ooth pro- 
cured by the inceflant bawling of the 
Trtefls in each Nation. Some few of 
the Engltp Jews had from time to time 
chang'd their religion before; what is 
now the Rolls in Cbattcety'laitey having 
been the feminary of fuch Converfions, 
or the Cottvert'bouJ'e, which was endow'd 
for their maintenance : but many of 'era 
on this fad occafion chofe ratiier to turn 
Chrifiiausy than to leave their fwcct na- 
tive Country to ftarve in a foren land ; 
befides that tlic King topk away from 
them and detainM all their diildren under 
fix years of age, which muft Jiave given 
rife to abundance of Famil ics. Yet now, 
thepofterity of thefe derive their pedc- 
grees from the Saxons (forfooth) from 
the "Danes^ or from the Normans ; except 
two or three Amities at moil, who, lam 
told, are not afliam'd to own they are 
deicend^d froni.the farrantienter Nation. 
A great number of *em fled to Scotlandy 
D } which 
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-which is the reaibn (6 many in that part 
of the Ifland, have fuch a remarkable A- 
verfion to pork and black-puddings to this 
day, not to infift on Tome other refem- 
blances eafily obfervable. But the Jews 
a^ain, on their readmittance into Great 
'BritaiM, made extraordinary reioicings 
every where, obferving it as a fort of new 
£ra, keeping ever iince an annual feaft 
in commemoration of fuch a blefling ; 
and I liave a very handlbm Poem that 
•was pennM on tliis fubjed by * Santos, 



XVI. 

NOW, what ought to rejoice us all, 
thofc of our own Nation are not only 
long fmcedeveded of fuch barbarous and 
bloody pradifes \ but likewife have by 
very fenfible degrees (tho not ib farr as 
might be wifhM^ (juitted certain narrow 
and bigotted principle not more contra* 
ry to common humanity and genuine 
religion, than to their own public and 
private intereft. Our political Content 
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dons, both the fign and fupport of Liber- 

?, arc no contradiction to this affertion. 
he vulgar, I confcfs, are feldom pleas'd 
in any country with the coming in of 
Forencrs among 'em : which proceeds, 
firft, from their ignorance, that at the 
b^inniog they were fuch themfelves ; 
fecondly, from their grudging at more 
perfons fliaring the fame trades or bufi- 
nefs with them, which they call taJtinz 
the bread oat of their tmutbs\ and, third* 
ly, from their being deluded to this a vcr- 
lion by the artifice of thofe who defign 
any change in the Government. But a$ 
wife Magiftrates will prevent the laftij 
and arc fcnfible of the firft : fo they know 
the fecond caufc of the people's hatred, 
to be the true caufe of the land's felicitv ; 
and therfore, not minding thole, who 
mind nothing but their felfiih projeds, 
they'll ever highly encourage a confluence 
offtrangers. We deny not that there 
will thus be more tavlors and fiioo- 
makers ; but there will oe alfo more fuits 
and fhooes made than before. If there 
be more weavers, watchmakers, and o* 
ther artificers, we can for this reafon ex- 
port more cloth, watches, and more of 
all other commodities than formerly : 
and not ooly have 'em better made by the 
D 4 emu*

different Nations; but likewife have *cm 
(quicker fold off, for being cheaper 
•wrought tlian thofc of others, who come 
to the fame market. This one Rule of 
More, and Better, and Cheaper, 
will ever carry the market againft all ex* 
pedients and devices. But to thefe rca- 
fons we may further add, that the fame 
vulgar, who are fo averfc to the cominc 
in of poor ftrangers, are as well pleased 
with the rich, which will generally hold 
true of the^F^w-f ; who moreover do al* 
ways take care of their own poor, where- 
ever they are, and cannot therfore be 
faid (according to our country phrafe 
juft now cited) to eat the head out (f the 
mouths (f others. All thefe advantages 
are yet more Evident with refpeft to the 
produft of Lands, which Jbews (toufc 
the ^ words of Mr. Logke) how much 
Numbers of Men are to be^eferr^d to 
Largeness of Do}Ai'sio^Si ana that the 
mciiSASEOfhh^DSy and the right emfloy^ 
vient oftbem^s the gnat enp of Govern*

THAT the encreafe of people encrea- 
fes import and export, garrifons and ar- 
mies, with the tillage that feeds, and the 
revenues that pay 'em, is, I hope, no 
longer a doubt or fccret to any. But tis 
only in order the more fpeed/ly and cf- 
fedually to brine thefe things to pafs, 
that I plead atpretent fortheNATURALi- 
zation of the Jews. This once ac- 
complifli'd, I have reafon not only to 
believe that they'll fell to building, hus- 
bandry, navigation, and purchafing (as 
I hmted before) but that they'll come Iti 
greater numbers than other people from 
?ll cpuntrys hither. In feveral places 

they 
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they are ftill very hardly treated, flio 
their throats are not To familiarly cut as 
formerly. They arc generally expos'd 
to the affronts and rapine of the Soldiery 
viih impunity ; "wheras they wouM be 
fiife from all fuch rude Infults mthe peace- 
able arms of 'Britannia* I have been in 
feveral Cities, -where they are infamoufly 
Iock*d up every night, in a quarter by 
themfelves, under a peculiar guard, as at 
Prague ; and in others, as at Cnlen^ they 
are not permitted to dwell within the 
City, but whenever they come over from 
'DeutSy on t'other fide the Rttney they 
mufl pay fo much for every hour they 
continue in the town, which they muu 
alfo leave before Sun-fet : wheras,if the 
Citizens of Cclen underflood their own 
interefir, they fhou'd rather give *em im- 
muniti^ and privileges, with a Synagogue 
into the bargain, in order to inhabit a- 
mong 'cm. What a paltry fifher-town 
was Legbarny before tneadmiffion of the 
^evos f What a lofer is Lisbon^ fince they 
have been \q^ to it f I name thefe cities 
only for example-fake, having been a 
witnefs to fuch prepoflerous politics in 
many ahcrs. They are in moil places 
forced to wear a diflmd habit, as they do 
ycllov hats at Bjme, and red ones at fV- 
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nice-, they are often taxt for their paf. 
dge, and lie under a great many other 
partial regulations. Tis true, that ia 
Turky they enjoy immoveable property, 
and exercife mechanic arts; th^have 
likewifc numerous Academies in TolanJ, 
■vrherethey ftudy in the Ciwlznd Canm 
lurmsiktosas nation, beinp ^rivilq|*d to 
determine even certain criminal Caufes 
among themfelves : yet they are treated 
little better than Dogs in the firft place, 
and are ^en exfiosM in the laft to un<p 
fpeakable Calamities.

NOW the vorfe they are us'd on the 
forefaid and the like accounts in any coun- 
try, the more they'll bedifposM to tran* 
fport themfelves hitlier, where already 
they live promifcuoufly with the other 
Citizens, and without any diilindion of 
habit, or impofition of tribute. They 
have neither many lucrative employ- 
men^ nor immoveable pofleflions to 
quit in other places, exceptmg the latter 
in JMaud'y wha:as here they may hope 
for both, and beingonce with us, will ne- 
ver kave us : fioce they canoot be allur'd 

by 
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by ampler privileges from any nation be- 

fidcs ; or at leaft it* they be, it muft needs 

be folely our fault. Let no man miftake 

what I have faid of employments : for in 

as I have 'flrwwn above, 

of none ; and they are as 

d from moft preferments in 

reafon of certain forms of 

me other conditions, which 

rith their religion they can- 

not perform. But there are offices,' 

wher6 fuch qualifications are not required ; 

and which may indifferently be held by 

men of all religions, as many in the Ex^ 

chequer^ Cffftomsj and Excije : nor can I 

fee any reafon, why the Jews may not 

be employed in feveral Affairs in the city, 

as to be DireQors of the "Bank^ of the 

Ea/i India Company^ or the like ; and we' 

know the nature of mankind to be fuch, 

as not feldom to be ambitious of even ex- 

penfive employments, for the credit of 

the honor or the truft. In how many 

places, Ance their difperfion (tho not fo 

frequently of late) have they enjoyM con- 

fidcrable pofts and offices ? They have 

in fome been /fry? Minlfters^ high Treafu^ 

rets in many, and Envoys in moft. The 

Emperor Constantine did by public 

Edia permit the "jews to exercife magi* 

ftracy, 
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ftranr, as to be Decurions or Aldermen, 
at Triers and Colen: which fame privi* 
lege was granted 'em before^ to be en- 
joyM all over the world, by the Emperor 
Alexander Severus* In a word, they 
ou^ht to be fo naturalizM in Great Brt^ 
tain and Ireland^ as, like the j^//^^frx, to 
be incapacitated in nothing, but where 
they incapacitate themfelves* AGeke* 
KAL Naturalization, and a total, 
Incapacity from Offices, areperfeft in- 
condftencies : for as one, who underftood 
this matter very weU,^ fays, If few have 
leen found everfince mankind exified^that 
wou^dfof their own native country j witb^ 
Qut the ex^eBationof any reward^ exfofe 
their bodies to the weapons of their ene^ 
mies ; do you think there may hefuch aper^ 
fon founds that voill undergo dangers for a^ 
not her Government^ whfre not only Be re^ 
ceives no reward ^ hut that he is abjolute^ 
Jy excluded from anyi But the privilege

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of purchafing alone (efpecially fincc Ti- 
des are like to be generally fecur'd by the 
gradual Introdudion of Regifters) will 
be the moft powerful motive to bring the 
richeft of the *Jevos hither : for it may be 
eafily demonftrated, that the want of 
immoveable property is the true Reafon, 
and not any pretended Curie or other 
ridiculous Bmcy, 'why none of the vaft 
Eftates they fo frequently acquire, fel- 
domor everdefcends to the third Gene- 
ration ; but are always floating and un- 
iixt, which binders their &milies from 
growing confiderable, and confequently 
deprives them of the credit and authori- 
ty, wherof all men of worth may be 
kudably ambitious.

LET us therfore take advantage 
herein, as we have prudently done m 
other things, from the falfe mealurcs of 
fome other nations, and not fufter our 
felves to be guU'd by any fpecious preten- 
ces of policy or piety: as I cou'd tell of 
a certain City, wKere, when the ^ews^ 
from their ^od opinion of the fituation, 
intended to fettle themfelves, the ring. 

lead* 
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leading Mxm/ler made fuch paffionate 
Declamations againft the receiving thofe 
enemies of the Crois, as mov'd the peo- 
ples Zeal ^that is to fay, their fury) to 
a decree the Magiftrates durft not con« 
troll: the fign of a very -weak adminiibra- 
tion. The Jews hereupon retiring 
thence, were invited on very honora- 
ble conditions, and with offers of large 
privileges, to a neighboring City, -which 
ows no fmall part of its orefent gran- 
deur to thofe people. Tne in&mous 
preacher of the firfl City dying fome 
years after, it was by certain papers 
plainly difcover'd, that not the fpirit of 
God, but a penfion from the laft City, 
which was tne real occafion of all diofe 
tliundring5enmuRr,or fpiritual harangues, 
wherby the Jews were driven away, 
never to return. His country has his 
memory to this hour in abhorrence, but 
tis too late to repent : and therfore lee 
other countries take heed in time, how 
they fuder fuch lucendianes, either in 
this or any other inflance, to get a head, 
(ince they may be fure that Hirelings 
wouM not run any hazard, or be at fb 
{reat pains fyr nought ; as they may 
with no lefs ceruinty difcover who pavs 
*em, by confidering who gets or Joies 

by 
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by their fuccels in delading the peo- 
pie.

cogen any that have been 

hithei I behalf of the Jews : 

butle e already aiTerted a- 

bout the benefit and fafety of natural!- 
zing them^ fhou'd be thought to pro« 
ceed(thoonan honeft principle) from my 
ignorance of their rites or genius, about 
which however I have taken no inconfi- 
derable pains ; and alfo to fupply thofe 
other arguments by me purpofely omit- 
ted, I fliall in convenient time puWifli 
the tranflation of a Treatife out of Ita- 
liafh written above 60 years ago, by the 
famous RaUi^ Simon Luzzatto. This 
piece wasofferM with an intention near 
a kin to mine, to the moft ferene Re* 
public of Venice J where fome hardfliips 
were then proposM to be put upon the 
Jewsy but by this means diverted. Luz« 
zATTo was a man of extraordinary learn* 
ingand judgment, very acute, and not 
meanly eloquent ; which fliows tliat the 
Jews want not always for able men, 

tbo 
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tho he gives excellent reafons himfklf, 
vrhy the number of fuch is net great a« 
mong them now, which wouM equally 
happen to any other people under the 
fame circumfhmces. I fhall not antici* 
pate what he fo prudently difcourfes con- 
cerning inliabitants, trade, circulation 
ofmony, rotation of offices, or the like; 
neither will I enter upon the particular 
apologies, which, with no lels probabi« 
lity than capacity, he makes for his na« 
tion againft divers forts of imputations 
and prejudices. In general he defends 
them againft the calumnies of the cele- 
brated Hidorian, Cornelius Tacitus, 
and in particular, againft three forts of 
enemies, which they never failM to have 
in all countries. Thefe are firft the l^ea- 
lotsy under whom may be lifted Trteffs 
and Jtppcrites'y fecondly 7oiiiiciansj 
comprehending corrup States-me»t and 
drivers of Private Juterefi ; and thirdly the 
vulgar^ who, under colour of reUgiou or 
the fuhlic goody are a^ed, animated, and 
deluded by the other two, the better to 
ferve their, own finifter purpoies.

BUT, "what more deferves our confi- 
deration,LuzzATTo fhows,that the Jews 
are not only at this time not deiirous, 
but that they were at no time obliged to 
propagate their Religion by force ofarms ; 
nor vere ever difcnarg'd from the ties 
of humanity and reciprocal friendlhip, 
towards other nations on a religious ac- 
count. Nay, if hisalTertionshold good 
(as I doubt not but they will) they 
-wholly lofe their pains, Nirho fo pompoufly 
labor to {how that the Jewijb religion 
was not made for all times and places, 
-wlilch, it feems, the profefTors of it ne- 
ver affirm; (b thatfuch difputants fight 
with their own ihadows, or fet up an 
adverfary of their own arming, the ea(i- 
er to fubidue him. Luzzatto exprefly 
maintains,that as their reIigion,connder'a 
as it hjewifb, or diftin£fc^om the Law 
OP Nature, was folely calculated for 
tbeir own Nation and Republic ; fo they 
were never commanded toinftru£b others 
in their peculiar rites and ceremonies, the 
they are every where enjoin'd to magni- 
fy to all the world the divine goodnefs, 
wifdom, and power, with thole duties of 

men. 
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men, and other attributes of God, which 
conftitute Natural Religion. Among 
Innumerable palTages of the old Tefia^ 
menty that favor this do£lrine, he cites 
the eleventh verfe of the Hrft chapter of 
Malachy, where this Prophet, in the 
peribn of Jehovah, fays. From therlfing 
tfthe Stutf even unto the going dnon of the 
famey toy name is great among the nations ; 
and in every flace incenfe is offered unto 
my naney and a pure oj^ering : for my name 
it treat among the nations, ja)fs the Lord <f 
iSfts, The fubftantive verb not being 
here expreft (according to an ordinary 
ufage of the Hehrew Language^ the Jews 
fup^ly it in the prefent tenle, and the 
Chriftians in the future : fo that where 
the one reads my name is gre^a among the 
nationsy ot incenfe is offered unto tnyaame ; 
the other reads, my name fhall ht great a* 
mong the nationsy and incenfe fhall be (f- 
ferdunto my name', where I muft do 
juftice to the honefty of our EngUjb 
Tranflators, who in this oaffage, as well 
as in (bme others of the like nature, have 
caus'dthe verbjS&tf//^^ to be printed in a 
different Letter, as not being to be found 
in the original. For my part, it is not 
my bufinefs to ihow, which of *em fol- 
lows the true conflrudion, or which of 
M a *em 
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Vmierves their adopted hypothefls; but 
only to exprefs the current opinion of the 
^ewSf in relation to the religious ftate of 
the Gentiles^ which they inferr from 
this, and feveral other places of the OU 
Teftament^ with infinitely more charity 
than the bulk of Chr'tJltattSy who damn 
without exception all that receive not 
ihcOU Tefianteittm tlie^^rte;, and, fince 
the publiihing of the laft, involving the 
followers of the firft in the fame cruel 
ientence. Such Chrijlians as aflert the 
poifibility of the Skatbei^s ialvatk>n, al- 
jbw the privilege but to a few extraordi* 
nary perfons; and commonly accompa* 
ny their notion withall the cautions of a 
^radox, which very modefty betokens 
the meanne^ of their number.

TIS certain, on the other hand, that 
the%wx never excluded the vertuous 
Geiaiies from heaven, no more than one 
fett of Gemiles did all or any other peo- 
ple in the world. Some Cbriftians only 
of all mankind, have eftabliHi'd the 
Damkikg Theology, as if the uieful- 
oefsor nece0ity of their Rdigioc cou*d 

not 
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not be inferrM without it: nor are 
thefe more charitable to one another, 
part of 'cm cxprefly damning all o- 
ther Cbriftiansy but tbofe of their 
own Cbmmunion ; and fuch Communis 
ons, as will not ufe this harlh language, 
yet declaring that the ftate of all o* 
thers is at leaft verjr perillous, if not 
reftraining Salvation in- effed, tho not 
in words, to the few ele£k of their 
own cant and livery. But Imzzkito 
(that we may not forget him) does with 
all his brethren conclude, as well from 
the nature of the thing, as from palTa- 
ges like to that above cited, that tho 
the Jews had the beft form of Reli- 
gion delivered to them, and to which 
they were to profelyte, not force, their 
fervants in Juaea, and the ftrangers that 
ihou'd inhabit among 'em there ; yet 
that the reft of the world was not left 
without Revelation, Miracles, and *Pr<h 
fhetsy as may be feen by the indances 
of Melchisedeck, Balaam, Jbthro, 
and Job: neither wou*d Naomi (accor- 
ding to them) ever perfuade 
her daughter in law Ruth, R«A «• «!• 
to go back again to her 
own People and Gods, had ihe been 
perfuaded there was no (alvation out

of the Pale of the Jetmjb Church. 
To fay no more on this fubjed, the 
Jews do maintain in their books, 
what I had confirmM to me out of 
die mouths of many learned Rabbins, 
that were they now in full pofTeffion 
of their old Government and Country, 
they wou'd not endeavor to convert 
all the world to their Theocracy ; 
the reft of the nations not being con- 
cerned in their commemorative rites, 
peculiarly relating to the Hiftory of 
the JfraeUtes, Thus the jfeaft of the 
Trover fisnifies their elcape out of 
JEprf f, and theirs only ; the fcaft of 
TabernaeUs, their living under tents in 
the wildernefs, and ib of the reft. Ve- 
ry few, even of their neareft Neigh- 
tiours, <^'d conveniently come three 
times a year to Jenfalem^ with the 
like injufidions, impoffible to be ob- 
fcrv'd by others ; which makes 'em 
admire their Religion fhou'd be thought 
to concern all the world. And there- 
fore they wou'd exped no more from 
the reft of mankind living out of Judea^ 
than, avokling and detefting the wor- 
ihip of dead men, with all other forts 
of Idolatry, to acknowledge and ho- 
nor one fupreme Being, or FIRST 

CAUSE, 
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CAUSE, and to obey the LAW OP 
NATURE, as the adequate rule of 
their lives and manners. Did all the 
vorld profefs tim dodrine uncorrupc- 
cd, and confcientioufly obierve tnis 
praftke ^tbo attended with any rites 
not cruel, impure, or prcmhane) the 
Jems vou'd not onely hold the poffi^ 
Dility of their ialvation, > but look upon 
them likeviie as bretliren, notwitb- 
ftanding^ thefe ihou'd not reciprocally 
own tiKir particular Revelatiok; yet 
abftaining always from c^erin^ any 
af&ont to their worihip, which mdeed 
no body ought to do to any people 
nor in any cafe: and die Jews are 
peremtorily commanded by 
their Legiflator, mt to rewU Ewdoa. A 
the Gods of other uatims.

I ONLY briefly touch on fadi 
points of controverf^, not as being 
Xo^ <chis prefent occauon) .concerned Jn 
the ilTue, but as they diredly con- 
rduc? to the Naturalization I pro- 
jpo(e; this dodrjne rendring the Jews 
jnuch more fafe and fociatile than is 
^commonly imagined, all fear of ma- 
lung Profclytes being thus quite re- 
inov*d. And were it not for this ne- 
ceiTary explication, I make no que* 
ilibn, but, on the publifhing of this 
Apology, we ihouM be told ftrange 
itories of the danger (f Judaizifjg, by 
thofe, who in tneir Souls beuev'd 
not a word of the matter. The Au- 
thor, at leaft, wouM be reprefented 
as more than liable to lufpidon; 
and tis well , if he were not ob- 
lig'd to fubmit to a writ <f IttffeBu 
Off, But we know the men and their 
way, and therfbre but little value 
their cenfure. So leaving 'em for 
thb time to give an account of my 
adk>ns to the public, I own, that thus 
much I thought ntdSkry to writer for 

the 
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the common benefit on this uncom* 
oion fubjed ; and if I ihou'd not. 
meet -with a general applaufe (in which 
caie I flull not at all oe dilappointed) 
yet I cannot but enjoy the particular 
iatis&dion of having difchar^M wloLt 
I bdiev'd to be my duty : unce with 
an wife and honeft men. Humanity 
and good Nature are fure to atone 
for any defe£i in my Politics. For the 
reft, unce Luzzatto's book is full of 
Qnatations out of antient authors, I 
ihall infert the original of fuch paf* 
iages in the margin; as alio fome ne. 
ceiTary a^motathnsy hiftorical and the- 
ological, but efpecially political, conli* 
dering the difference between the f^e- 
netian RepibUc (for which the book 
was calculated) and our Britlfi Go- 
vermneutj which fince that time is 
much alter'd for the better. I muft 
advertife the philological reader, that 
he*s to receive no lets fatis&tL^ion from 
this book, than the political. The 
Chapter (for example) which treats of 
the frefsat Rate (f Learning amotn^ 
the Jews, is much the handfomeftand 
moft reafonable diicourfe, that ever I 
read on the fubje^. Nor can you a- 
ny where befide*, find a jufter or 
F more 
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more diftlna account of thofe three 
urincipal ranks of Doftors, \/hich fub- 
fift now among 'em : that is to fay,- 
firft, the Rahbinsy or Tahnudlftsy and 
Traditmoiies] fecondly, the fhihfephi* 
cat 'piviuesy Exfounders, . or MorahUs; 
and thirdly, the Cahaliftsy or "Profej* 
firs ^ fecretsy and Ex^Iaimrs tf Mjf' 
fieries.

GBat one half yeauy frae fnua all other bufinels^ 
woa*d be (ufiiacnt (or me to form and £[niih the 
^hole work. You well remember^ that I main- 
tain the Phn given by Moses, never to havo 
been wholly, nor indeed in any degree of per- 
fedio% eftablifh'd in Judea: and that if it once 
hsidy it cou'd never have been afterwards deflxoy'd, 
either by the internal (edition of fubjefb, or the

But! have not told you^ whether I founded this 
immucabihty on any promife and miraculous con- 
currence of God> or on the intrinfic nature and 
conllitution of the form it felf, be its original 
what you pleafe. But fomthing there is, of which 
at this day we arc eye and ear-witncflcs, which 
icems to be no (mail Gcmfinnation of my aillcrtion, 
tho not giving the reafons of the fame : for not"^ 
withifamding the Mosaic plan was never who^ 
ly executed^ and that the imperfc£k imitation of 
it, under various denominations, is lon^ fince de- 
firoy*d I yet the Jews continue flill a diilinfk pco- 
|>le from all others, both as to their race ana rc-^ 
ligion. Tho you cannot di(hgrce with me about 
the fed, yet I fufpefb jrour reafons for this phenome- 
non (if Imav fo call it) will be very different from 
mine, whicfi however can make no difference in 
our tufiefUons. I never love to diijpute, but am 
ever ready to learn. In order therfore to receive 
better intbrrriation from you, and fuch othen as 
know more than my felf, I take the liberty of 
4[>jFring to. your conuderation the two following

ema coniVl pofEbly be without a caufe^ or that 
this caufe cou^d be without another caufe as regu* 
Wly l^oduccing it^ or finally that there were no 
tanjfes where we dofi't iinmdliately and dire£Uy 
petceive *emf. 

FIRST PROBLEM. 

\T THETHERi without having rcconrfe td 
W miracles^ or to promifcs drawn from thcf 
Old Teftameni (which is the fame thing, if yon 
don't take thofe promifes for wife forefight) it can 
be demonibajted by the intrinfk confntution of 
the Government or Religion of the Jews, how, 
after the total fubverilon of their State for aimoft 
feveiiteen hundred years, ^md after the difperfion 
of their nation over the whole habitable earth > 
being neither fovor'd nor fupported by any poten* 
tate, but rather expos'd to the contemt and ha- 
tred of all the world : thev have neverthelefs pre- 
fcrv*d thetrfchres a diftinfe- people with all their 

M X ancienc 
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ancient rites^ accepting a very fmall number o^ 
cerem<Mue^ thev were neceflaiily injoin*d to pra^ 
Bq& within the Doimds of Judca, and which they 
are no longer permitted to do? while that in the 
mean time thelnftitucions of the Egyptians, Baby* 
bnsans, Greecs, and Romans (nations that were 
much more powerful) are long ago entirely abo-* 
liih^d, and brought to nothing : and that the names 
<mly of certain celebrated Religions iubfift yet in 
hiftoryi without even (b much as the names re- 
maining of fome other worihips^ that doubtk& 
were neither ^Ids believed, nor lefs octended. 

SECOND PROBLEM. 

WHETHER a fufficient reafon can be af* 
fign*d, drawn from the nature and frame 
of the Jewifh Republic or Religion (without al«* 
ledging miracles, or promiib not accounted mi* 
raculous, as afordaid) why, during the time that 
they were the independent Lords of their own 
counOT, and that their Government fubfifted in 
a floriming condition 5 they vrtxt pd7>etually in- 
clined to the moft grofs idolatries, always in fufpenfe 
whether they fhou'd follow Baal or jf £« o va h, 
and having a ftrong propenfity to mix or marry 
with the women of other nations, contrary to 
their fundamental Laws? wheras,iince their aoual 
dilperfion among thefe fame nations, they are ob* 
ftinatd^ careful to keep their race entire, without 
corruption or mixture: and that, notwithfbndinjg 
the moft agreeable temtations or the moft exqui- 
iite tortures, they abhorr beyond all expreflionldo-' 
latrv of every kind > but particularly tne adoration 
of dead men (from which they arc evidently cxcmt) 
as they are lurprizingly unitoim in their woHhip 
•and dodrine, which is not dcny*d by any body*. 
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I HAVE made ufc (Sir) of more words per* 
haps than were neceflary^ in expreffing thdb Pro* 
blems : but it was to avoid all forts ot ambiguity, 
perplexity, or obfcurity. Tis indiflFercnt to me, 
whether another be di£Fufe or concife in his aniwer, 
provided hefpeaksdiredly to the fubje£b in quelti* 
on: and that he does not amuze himfelf with glo* 
zing, or vending of allegories, and forceing of al- 
luiions % which will neither give fatisfa&ion to me, 
nor to any other whatfbever. Certainly the caufo 
of thefe efie£b muft needs be, either the conftitu* 
tion of the Government, which any body that fays 
ib ought to ihow> or a particular providence, 
which muft be likewUc proved j or a concurrence 
of both thefi^ where the diftin£tionihou'd*be very 
clear > or lafthr mere chancy which is abfiird. For 
the reft, the Jews, theChriftians, and theDeifts, 
are equsdlvinterefted to clear this matter. TheA- 
theifb (it any fuch there be?) have nothing to do 
herein. But the Heathens, the Mahometans, and, 
in one word, all thofe who believe a divine Reve- 
lation of any fort, muft be neceflarily determined 
(as to right, whatever may hapjpen in fa&) by the 
true folution, from what nand loever it comes. I 
am not a ftrsmger to what is fb voluminouily dii^ 
coun'd on the iubjeft of the firft Problem, in the 
common fyftems, which never take notice of the 
(econd : but a more &tisfa&ory explication is ftiU 
cxpefted, which perhaps may appear in a better 
hght by it felf > while the mtutitude of other 
iiibjefb is apt to confound ideas in a genenl ly- 
ftem, if nor unavoidably to withdraw the atten* 
tion. A letter on this fubjeft therfore I expe£l 
from your fclf , or from any body elfe by your 
means, in ' communicating mydemand^ that if I

I AM ^ware (my friend) that the Immm^tj 
#/*# Commomvealth is not honored by you fo £uT^ 
as to be reckoned a paradox in politics^ but ad 
egregious abfurdity in nature : and you muft ex- 
c^fe flfie, if I be at no pains to convince you^ till 
theRESPUBLiCA MosAiCA appears. Yet 
it will not be ami(s in the mean time to ihow 
you, that this whim (as you often call it) of the 
/mmortalitj of a Qavenmfutj was not ojiginallv 
Harrington's ^ who indeed dreamt fpme fucn 
thing about t^e Republic of f^emce^ and who has 
the xdoQl excellent hither P a t; ]l on his fide : but 
d)«t what I novr pa^cylarly apply to the model 
3elivar*dby Moses, arid to wnich only it can 
be ap{^y*d, was maAy Kjiwdred years ago the no- 
tion which a confiimmate ftatelman, no leis cele- 
)>n«c4 for pra&ice jdiaa (peculation^ had of fra? 
fnjflg a Government in general % and this opinion 
he oeclar'd in a book, which he exprcfly wrote 
concerning the beft kind of Government, when 
he himfelt fat at the helm. I mean Ctcero 
and his fix books de Republican or de optima fiatu 
Civitatis (^ de optima Civcj which arc all loft, a 
^fcw fragments excepted. The words I am now 
going to tranfcribe, are prefcrv*d by Augus- 
T I N, in the 6th chapter of his zid book de Cir 
vitate Dei. jlGavernmenty lays * T u li- Y, ought

^f diffidution is naturai io a Gwemment^ as to ^ 
wmM} Jo whom dgutb is not onely unavoidable^ but 
alfo very often dejirable. But when a Government 
is overturn' d^ ruiifd^ and quite extit^uijb'd^ tis in 
fome fort ^bat we wayamptre great tbinp with 
fmalf) as if this wbole world Jbou'd fail to pieces^ 
and be for ever dejlrpfd. For as the comiptiDa 
of cvcr-gcnerating individuals neither Icflcns die 
HMttcr, nor diforders the form of the world, but 
on the contrary perpetuates it : fo the (pedes of 
mankind, which is the matter of Government, 
ever continuing^ if fudi a temperament (as Ci- 
cx&o Tom where calk it) or fucha Ubration {zs. 
Harhingtok) be fixt in the form, as to 
make it proof againft allinrernal divifion and ex* 
temal force, that Government will confequently 
he immortal Sucfh was the language of Put to 
and A &IS TO T l e long before. 

HAVING therfbrc thus clear'd Father 
Paui^ and Harrington, and my fel^ I 
zm willing Cicero ihoAi'd patiently Dear the 
impntation of having broach *d a whimfxcal .ab- 
ferdity, till I have time and kifiire enoi^ to 
produce Moses in his vindication s who will 
not give you bare authorities, but unanfwerable 
reafons. They, who believe this form of Go- 
vernment was immediately revealed to Moses 
frioim heaven on mount Sinai, cannot but. be 
well-pleas'd with me, for ihowing it to be much 
more excellent and perfe£k, ar3 confecjuently 
more worthy of God \ than thofe have hitherto 
eftccm*d it, who in all their books (not one Chri- 
iUan fVftem excepted) complain of its infufficien- 
cy and manifold imnerfcdions : and they, who, 
with Strabo sixA DioDOKVS Sicui^us, 
M 4 make 
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make it to be purely his own contrivance (bat 
fathered upon God, to procure it the eafier re- 
ception and the greater veneration) will be ob- 
liged however for the future, to allow Moses 
t rank in the politics farr fuperior to Saleu- 
tviy Charondas, Solon, Ltcurgus, 
Romulus, Numa, or any other Legiflator; 

NOW if you-11 fuppofe with me (till my 
ftook appear) this pre-eminence and immortality 
of the Mosaic Republic in its original purr* 
tvr, it will fellow > that, as the Jews known at 
this day, and who are difpers'd over Europe, A« 
fia, and Africa, with fome few in America^ are 
found by good calculation to be more numerous 
than eitiier the Spaniards (for example) or the 
French: fo if UtiCf ever happen to be rdettl-d in 
Paleftine upon their original foundatiox^ which is 
not at all impoi^les uey will then, bvreafon 
of their excellent confUtution, be much more 
populous, rich, and powerful than any other na- 
tion now in the world. I wou*d have vou con« 
fider. whether it be not both the intereft and du^ 
ty or Chriftians to aflift them in r^aining their 
country. But more of this when we mfitt. I 
am with as much refpeft as friendfhip (d^parSit) 
•ver yours.
